EMILE JONAS 
(1827 - 1905) 


HENRY PURCELL, 1659 - 1695 

This Sonata da chiesa (church sonata), alternates between slow 
and fast movements. In this genre the organ rather than the 
harpsichord was used as the continuo instrument. Available 
evidence suggests that the church sonata, in part or as a whole, 
was used in Italy, and doubtless elsewhere, in the Mass of the 
Roman rite as a substitute for the gradual! and communion, and 
at Vespers for Psalm settings. 


RUTH WATSON~HENDERSON, b.1932 

Internationally recognized as one of Canada’s outstanding 
composers, Henderson is best known for her choral compositions. 
She has also written works for string orchestra, winds, brass and 
percussion as well as solo pieces for piano and organ. In 1991 she 
wrote this ternary form (ABA) processional for her daughter’s 
wedding. It was first performed by John McLeod. 


OSKAR BOHME, 1870 - 1938 

Born in Potschappel, near Dresden, Bohme emmigrated to Russia 
in 1896. He was principal trumpet at the Marinsky Theatre from 
1903 to 1924 and afterward held numerous other teaching and 
performing positions in Leningrad. Opus 18, the Concerto, is one 
of his many works for trumpet and is considered as one of his 
finest. It was published in 1899 in E minor for the now obsolete 
trumpet in A, but is now commonly performed in F minor on the 
modern B flat trumpet as is the case for today. 


FRANZ JOSEPH HAYDN, 1732 - 1809 

Anton Weidinger, Viennese Court Trumpeter, developed an 
instrument with keys, which for the first time enabled the trumpet 
to play florid and fully chromatic music throughout its register. In 
1796, Haydn composed his last orchestral work for Weidinger, to 
be played on his ‘invention’, and it is justly the most popular 
trumpet concerto in the repertoire. It did not receive its first 
public performance until 28 March 1800, and remained little 
known until its publication in 1931. 


EMILE JONAS, 1827 -— 1905 

Jonas composed this solo for the National conservatory of Music of 
France in 1896. Born in Paris, Jonas became Professor of Solfege 
at the Conservatorie. He wrote operas and operetta and was a well 
known composer of his day.

DAVID LOCKE, a third year trumpet performance major at 
University of Toronto, gave his first public performance at age 7 
dressed in an Indian chief's headdress and war paint, playing Pow 
Wow on the piano in his teacher’s living room. David studied under 
the direction of Jean Ashworth~Bartle in the Toronto Children’s 
Chorus for three-and-a-half years, to which he owes much of his 
love for classical music. 

David has studied trumpet for 7 years, first at Cawthra 
Park Secondary School of the Arts, then with Dr. Jeff Reynolds, 
and now with Professor Stephen Chenette. He currently plays in 
the U of T Symphony Orchestra, the Hart House Orchestra, the 
Metropolitan Silver Band, and the Three O’Clock Brass Quintet. 

David accompanies regular morning worship services at St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian Church, Islington with his trumpet, and is 
Music Director of Contemporary Worship at Wycliffe College. He 
has a sincere desire to let his faith in Jesus Christ direct his 
musical career, and seeks to “Praise Him with the sounding of the 
trumpet!” Psalm 150:3. 


RUTH WATSON~HENDERSON, a native of Toronto, is a graduate 
of the Royal Conservatory of Music and the Mannes College of 
Music, New York. A versatile musician, she maintains a busy 
schedule as a teacher, composer, pianist and organist. She is 
organist of Kingsway~Lambton United Church and accompanist of 
the Toronto Children’s Chorus. Additionally, she is called upon by 


the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, the Elmer Iseler Singers and the 
Ontario Youth Choir. 


STEPHEN CHENETTE had a distinguished performing career 
before joining the Faculty of Music at the University of Toronto in 
1972. He played in major symphony orchestras for sixteen years, 
holding the position of principal trumpet with the Minnesota 
Orchestra, Boston Pops, St. Paul Chamber Orchestra, and Denver 
Symphony, and appearing as a soloist with numerous orchestras. 
His trumpet teachers include Arnold Jacobs, Armando Ghitalla, 
William Vacchiano, Rafael Mendez, and Samuel Krauss.
